They’re horrified 
by what the cost of their next hydro bill 
might be.

As the Niagara Falls residents were 
preparing to sit down with report¬ 
ers and Ontario NDP Leader Andrea 


Horwath and Niagara Falls NDP MPP 
Wayne Gates to discuss their skyrock¬ 
eting hydro bills, Birrell and McLaugh¬ 
lin received their latest slip. 

The total: $677. Up from the $372 
they paid last month. 

“We've been able to maintain bills, 
but now it's at a point where we don't 
knowwhat to do, we don’t knowwhere 
to turn,” said McLaughlin. 

"We work hard to maintain our 
home because we are proud. We 
spend all of our time here. We don't 
go on vacations. We don’t live an elab¬ 
orate life. We just live to pay our bills, 


and to be comfortable.” 

Birrell said they have a small, apart¬ 
ment-sized fridge downstairs, which 
they haven't used this year. 

“We kept it unplugged. We had 
closed the vents off so the central air 
would focus more on the main unit 
where we live. We do our laundry off 
peak. We’re trying to be responsible. 

"This is my childhood home. We've 
entertained selling and moving out of 
province because the province is just 
going down the tubes.”

Think Niagara 
Regional Police, Victim Serv¬ 
ices Niagara, the Niagara 
Health System, and more. 

One unknown that needs 
to be better understood, is the 
pervasiveness of trafficking in 
the region, she says. It’s known 
that Niagara is a hotspot, due 
to the variety of strip clubs and 


massage parlours and its prox¬ 
imity to the U.S. 

In Canada, most trafficking 
is domestic, typically in a cor¬ 
ridor that includes Niagara, 
Hamilton, Toronto, Windsor 
and Montreal, she says. 

Not all sex trade workers are 
victims of human trafficking, 
and it does not always involve 
moving women across prov¬ 
inces, she says. 

Instead, what distinguishes 

ticked victims are oppressed 
by typically male pimps who 
control everything in the wom¬ 
an’s life — their money, the fre¬ 
quency of jobs, johns, type of

‘Women feel like they can’t leave’ 


“Victims of trafficking have expe¬ 
rienced a tremendous amount of 
trauma," says Snider "Women might 
be forced to see 12 men a day. What 
does that do to you psychologically? 
And what does that do to your phys¬ 
ical body?” 

Their needs are complex. It takes 
an average of seven attempts for her 
to leave a trafficker, she says. 

Women are recruited using meth¬ 
ods that are both insidious and 
cleverly psychological, often leav- 

choice, she says. 

“A woman might have a pimp 
who is like a Romeo, who befriends 
you and becomes your boyfriend,” 
says Snider. 

“Someone you really, really care 

Eventually, the conversation 
deviates into a suggestion that the 
women might consider seeing a 
client “so we can have some more 
money," says Snider. 

“She's feeling like she chose to do 
that” she says. 

“They feel like this is their boy¬ 


friend, and this is their choice." 

They don’t understand that had 
they refused, the outcome would 
likely have been violence, she says. 

“Over a period of time, it gets 
more violent, and women are psy¬ 
chologically beat down by traffick- 

Women become dependant and 
vulnerable. They believe the lies told 
by the traffickers: no one else loves 
you, you don't have anywhere else 
to go, your women friends will be 
harmed if you leave. 

“Women feel like they can’tleave,” 
says Snider. 

Other times, women recruit other 
women. 

On occasion, women have 
entered the YWCA’s emergency 
shelter to entice female residents 
with nice clothes and promises of 
money. "Iknowthisguy.He’llhook 
you up with some clients," they 
might say. Victims recruiting vic- 

Shelter staff are trained to recog¬ 
nize this covert headhunting and 
stop it immediately, she says. 

An action plan will encompass 


every possible entry point, places 
where avictim would ask for help. 

The ability to accurately iden¬ 
tify them as trafficked victims is 
essential. If a woman doesn't real¬ 
ize what's happening to her, she 
could be misidentified as a victim of 
domestic violence, and then offered 
services that don’t meet her needs 
and further isolate her says Snider. 

She leads a YWCA drop-in pro¬ 
gram called Sex Trade on My Terms 
which gives women a safe, weekly 

have attended the program report 
being trafficked at some point in 
their lives, says Snider Often women 
are finally dropped by traffickers 
when they become too old, or their 
addictions become so severe they 
are not marketable, she says. 

Victims also need a quick 
response, not wait lists for coun¬ 
selling, and long-term programs 
instead of services that end before 
a woman feels safe enough to share 
her experiences, she says. 

“Our goal is if a victim enters at 
any partofthesystem,we will know 
how to respond.”

For instance, she said, the suspect 
apparently entered the schoolyard 
through an opening at the south¬ 
east comer of the fenced-off prop¬ 
erty, off Davis Street 

A tree growing beside that open¬ 
ing is easily large enough to hide 
someone, and she wants a gate 
added to ensure the safety of stu- 

Sweeney said the opening in the 
fence “is set back in the yard, and 
students when they’re out on their 
nutrition break don't play any¬ 
where near that area, because then 
it would make for difficult sight lines 
for staff to maintain supervision.” 

“I know there have been some 
discussions about that (opening) 
over time, but I don't know exactly 
how long,” he said. “We haven't had 
a request for a gate. But that’s some¬ 
thing that we’ll look into as a possi¬ 
bility." 

Sweeney said the fence opening 
also serves as an exit for students 
and staff if the building needs to be 
evacuated. 

"Being able to get out in the event 
of an emergency is important, so we 
want to look at all the factors assod- 
ated,"hesaid. "We don't want to cre¬ 
ate aproblemwhere students aren't 
able to evacuate if necessary. But 
obviously safety is very important, 


so that's something we will look at” 

Dave Schaubel, DSBN trustee for 
Fort Erie and Port Colborne, said 
"the safety of the kids is certainly the 
No. 1 priority, so I can'timagine that 
that would be a difficulty." 

While he has not looked into the 
feasibility of installing a gate there, 
he said he's "certainly in favour of 
anything we can do to make the 
playground safer for our kids.”
